I was very pleased this afternoon to check the University of Arkansas 
callsign web page and see that the FCC has processed my Extra Class 
application. I passed the test on December 9 and then the U.S. government 
shut down on December 15. Today I heard that budget talks were suspended 
for today so it seemed the upgrade would never come through. 


An ARRL report on USENET rec.radio.info says that the ARRL/VEC group alone 
had a backlog of 1,800 license applications to send in. 


Then there's the Newsline Report that says that the Technician class now 
accounts for "a little over 41% of all radio amateurs licensed." 


Newsline continues to say that "from December of 1994 to December of 1995 
some 41,244 people joined the ranks of radio amateurs with the majority -- 


30,195 -- being no-code Techs. And very few of the newcomers are bothering 
to upgrade. There were about 129,500 Technician class hams who had passed 
a code test in the FCC's records in 1991 when the code free Technician was 
introduced. Now, almost five years later, there are only about 139,500 
coded Techs. In other words, in the five years since no-code licensing was 
introduced, only 10,000 or so no-coders have bothered to upgrade."

Well, since you asked... 


Hey, the ARRL says 7.040 is a TTY calling frequency, and of course the TTY 
gang jumped on it. If you can't beat ‘em, join ‘em: I'm doing QRP TTY! 
So far I've been doing it cross-mode with the first version of my TTY 
reader. I transmit CW, they transmit Baudot. This amuses the TTY folk but 
you don't get much respect. 


I'm now just about finished with the prototype of a cheap little TTY/CW 
unit (code name, "TQ1") that has a PIC, a 16x2-line LCD, a few switches, 
and a place to plug in your keyer paddle. It has an FSK data output that 
connects directly to the RIT circuit on the Sierra or '40A so you can 
actually transmit TTY (just Baudot for now). 


Tentative TQ1 feature list: 


* (If someone has a patent on this, tell me now!) 
In TTY mode, you either push buttons to send 
canned messages, OR YOU SEND CW TO THE BOX WITH THE PADDLE, 
which goes out as TTY. Voila: no keyboard necessary. 
(A later version will have a serial input so you 
can use any PDA, laptop, or dumb terminal keyboard) . 


(My logic on this: canned messages will make up 
a good chunk of QRP TTY contacts, and the other 
part can be conducted at CW speeds, which aren't 
that much slower than observed TTY typing speeds.) 


*x BIG nonvolatile message buffers for CW or TTY, 
with quick access to all buffers and other settings. 


x DC power is patched through the TQ1 so that you can 
optionally reduce supply voltage to the transceiver 
in TTY mode. This means you don't fry your final, AND 
your PA transistor still stays at around 50 ohms. 


Example: Sierra puts out 2W at 14V DC. Drop voltage 
to 10V and you'll put out 1W. In both cases, the 
collector impedance is around 50 ohms, using 

Z = Vcec42/(2*Po). 


x Audio is patched through the TQ1, too, so that you 
hear your rig's audio on receive, and the TQ1 
sidetone on transmit. 


x Est. finished size will be 1"H x 2"D x 3.5"W. It 
can be operated with the display facing either up 
or forward, depending on the operating position. 


*x Est. current drain: 8 to 15mA on receive, a bit 
higher on transmit. This will accomplish my goal 
of making the unit compatible with field operation. 


I'll be looking for a beta tester at some point, and this could be a NorCal 
project if there's enough interest. It certainly will be a Wilderness kit 
(est price, < $100) unless I get too many comments of the form, "CW paddle 
to send TTY? Are you joking?" 


Once again I'm out on a limb with no idea if anyone else wants to do this. 
Any QRP TTY specialists out there? Any suggestions? Do we need QRP AMTOR? 
(jeez, I hope not--not enough code space :)

Here's a file I wrote recently for another project, but applicable to 
answer some of your FD questions. 


After a couple of ill-fated attempts, our QRP FD station last year was 

fairly successful. Here's what we learned or did: 

1. Plan ahead; decide what rigs/antenna's you're gonna take. Get it all 
together long before hand. 

2. If possible, put each station into a box, suitcase, or enclosure so 
you're not hooking up everything at the site. Should be ready-to-go. 

3. Choose and visit your prospective site(s) ahead of time and plan where 
the antennas will go, parking, the stations, etc. If possible, operate 
from the site an hour or so before FD to check ambient noise levels. 

4. Get the crew together and assign who does what, who brings what, when 
they operate, etc. When Joe goes home and leaves a station QRT for 


hours (because no relief operator), it kills your score fast. 

5. If you're gonna be a QRP station, then be a QRP station. Be miles from 
the QRO guys. You can't be part of the club QRO station. Sorry. QRP 
rigs are very prone to front-end overload. A nearby 100W station is not 
just a nuisance, it is totally disabling! 

6. Put up two antennas for each station if possible, preferably a dipole 
and vertical. Each has its merit you can exploit during the period. 

The skip from each type will "land" in different parts of the country, 
making more stations available to hear you. Also makes up for Murphy's 
Law (when that wind gust rips your dipole to shreds). Also with two 
antennas, you have a higher chance one will be a better performer than 
just one. Ability to switch between them instantly is a plus. 

7. All antennas should be TUNED antennas, up HIGH, and not some end-fed 
random wire thingie that looks good on an SWR meter. A dipole up 10 
feet ain't gonna do it. Get a dipole or inverted vee up high and away 
from obstructions, good coax, good connectors, etc. 

8. Have plenty of power. Charged batteries and a spare. Then take a cable 
you can hook up to your car battery if needed. Remember, Murphy is there. 
(If anything can go wrong, it will). 

9. Take a tool box, soldering iron, spare coax, connector or two, etc. 
Plenty of duct tape and rope, first aid kit, etc. 

10. Take a QRP rig that some has quasi-decent CW filtering. If your rig 
is running 3KHz bandwidth at best -forget it. This is one time where 
some decent filtering is a must. (Not talking DSP, just a good filter). 


OPERATING 

1. Decide on your log keeping and dupe keeping beforehand, work out the 
bugs and learn how it works. Have a clipboard or folder for each band. 
This is sacred stuff; keep it organized. 

2. Review the rules carefully and take advantage of all the bonus points, 
such as copying the W1AW message, public relations (short blurb in local 
paper), etc. Make sure you understand the scoring and the class of 
station. You can't change classes once you start (from a 2A to 1A 
because someone went home -sorry). 

3. Assign somebody to be "in charge" to periodically review the logs, 
tally the score, and find errors/mistakes before it's too late. Also 
keeping participants informed of the score is a great motivator. 

4. Work the search-and-pounce mode for the most part. A QRP station is 
unlikely to hold a frequency for long. (But if you do -go for it!). 
It's also allows the less experienced ops to get the exchange info 
before calling the station. 

5. Get the newer or less experienced hams involved. If they don't operate, 
they can help log, keep the camp fire going, pour the coffee, make the 
donut run, etc. Applies to the OT's in the club as well. Get everyone 
involved. Hamming is supposed to be a fraternity and fun. And the 
newer guys will never be ace ops if you don't introduce them somehow. 

6. If you're the op ... take a break once in awhile. Don't go till you 
get punchy. Go over to the others and tell them what you're experiencing. 


They wanna know and you need the break. 15 minutes can do wonders. 

7. Take care of the troops! Make sure you have plenty of food, munchies, 
beverages. Do something special for dinner, like fry hamburgers or 
go get a pizza. Dinner time is when they start disappearing if you 
don't feed them and make FD just a bit festive. 


AFTER FD: 
Raise right hand a swear you'll never do it again. Then plan for 
next year (learning from your mistakes). 


And if you're using a Coleman lantern for light, don't kick it over at 
3am and nearly burn down the entire FD site in a national forest. 
(I won't elaborate any further on that one). 


If your FD operation involves a remote location or camp site, ensure you 
follow all the safety rules of camp fires, etc. as you would on any 
camping trip. Make sure your family/friends know where you are. Of 
course a 2M rig usually takes care of that part. 


And finally GET SOME CONTESTING EXPERIENCE. Get on the air during one 
of the big contests and work it for an hour or so. Learn how to pick 
out those calls, write down the exchange and work break-in. It may be 
at 35wom, way too fast for you, but with some practice, you can survive 
the very limited contest exchange at that speed quite well ... IF you 
get some practice. 


Speaking of practice, do something for the QRP Afield event April 27th. 
It's a FD for QRPers and excellent opportunity to fine tune things before 
the ARRL FD 6 weeks later.

Some basic solar info: 


Solar Flux: it is a measure of the solar noise at 2800 MHz. It has been 
shown that this noise reading is proportional to the ionization 
of the F layer. In fact, it is also directly related to how 
many sunspots are currently visible on the sun, which as you 
know also has a bearing on the ionization of the F layer. 

The higher this number the better the Maximum Usable 
Frequencies(MUF) thus, better propagation. 


During the "good ole days" there have been Solar Flux values 

as high as 300. During those times 10 meters was open around 

the clock. Now with solar fluxes in the 80s, 10 meters is rarely 
open for long haul (>3000km) communications. During these low 
times 20 meters and below are the best for DXing. 


Geomagnetic Activity: has to do with the earths magnetic field. 
It is either quiet, unsettled, active, minor storm, major 
storm, or severe storm. When we have a major or severe 
storm the bands are noisy and signals tend to be weak 
and they will fade in and out. Propagation is degraded 
particularly in north ward paths toward Japan and Asia. 
Also when geomagnetic activity is high you will have 
Auroral activity in the northern states of the US. 


The K index: is a measure of geomagnetic activity. It is ona 
scale from 0 to 9. The higher the K index the more 
active or stormy the magnetic field is. F layer propagation 
is normally good when the K is 2 or less. The 
K index is measured every three hours at a bunch of stations 
around the world. 


The A index: is similiar to the K index, except it is a daily 
measurement and its values can be from 0 to ~300. Typically, 
numbers in the upper 20s and 30s represent stormy conditions. 
The K index is a better current measurement of conditions 
because of the frequency of the measurements.

I've taken a radio or two overseas with me -- and had mixed results. The 
first time, a homebrew QRP rig and MFJ antenna tuner went with me to 
Jamaica--and both got seized at the airport shortly after landing! 

Now, Jamaica is considered a easy-going place, right? Well, after losing 
one full day taking a bus ride to Kingston, applying for and getting a 
portable license on the spot, and then flying back to the PORT OF 

ENTRY airport to reclaim my gear (with an optional tip for the customs 
officer) and then taking a taxi for another 45-minutes back to my hotel, 

I was ready to get on the air having lost only one day of a 7-day vacation. 


The next time was the same rig on a visit to Jordan, where I 

had called and inquired of the embassy in advance about procedures. I 

had no permit when I arrived, but no one searched my luggage at customs 

so I headed into town and called the Royal Jordaniam Radio Amateur 

Society the next day. A cab ride to the club station and an instant 
license. What terrific hosts! JY4MB, Mohammed, was extremely cordial 

and helpful. I was operating the club station that day, and had the QRP 

rig in the hotel room a few days later (after rigging an antenna to the 
balcony). Who would have thought -- the touristy place close to home 

could be such a hassle, and the mysterious Middle East could be so friendly? 


Subsequently, on a trip to J28 (Djibouti) I didn't take the rig, but the 
man at PTT told me ''too bad you didn't bring your rig--I'd have issued 
you a license!'' I didn't have one in a lot of other places I traveled 
either (India--still waiting for that reciprocal license to come YEARS 
AFTER I VISITED), Turkey (I was there in '85 before radio was easy in 
TA-land), etc etc etc. The bottom line for me is ''find out first or the 
radio stays home.'' In the last 10-years I've travelled as a 

journalist to a lot of unfriendly places: Iraq, Libya, Syria, Pakistan, 
Saudi Arabia, a few of the Gulf States, Algeria, Egypt, etc). I have 
been arrested in Syria and Iran and confined to the airport in Dubai 
(never because of amateur radio, but in Syria I had a shortwave Sony 
seized for about 2-hours because a policeman thought I could use it 

to eavesdrop on his two-way radio---the radio merely added to my 

already existing problems!!!!). Many places are likely to 

treat an American journalist as a spy anyway. And the presence of an HF 
or even a VHF radio would only complicate things. It's usually best to 
leave the rigs at home.
